STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 1-29 were originally filed in this patent application. In the pending office 
action claim 17 was objected for being too broad and ambiguous, and for not fitting in the 
context of the independent claim. Claimsl-29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Mikami et al (5,704,031) (hereinafter "Mikami") in view of 
Farhat et al (6,510,463) (hereinafter "Farhat"). No claim was allowed. Claims 1-29 are 
currently pending. 
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
